“On Monday, Nov. 3, with the steamer 
Dar'ington, having on board Capt. Trow- 
bridge's company, colored troops (62,) I pro- 
ceeced up River, Fiorida, drove in the 
rebel pickets below Cooper's, destroyed their 
place of rendezvous, thence and 
destroyed the saltworks, and all the salt, corn, 
end wagons, which we could not carry away, 
beside billing the horses. Thence we pro- 
ceeded to Jolly River and destroyed two salt- 
works, with a e amount of sait and corn. 
Thence proceeded to 8t. Mary's and brought 
off two families of con after driving 
in the enemy’s pickets. 

“On Tuesday, Noy. 4, proceeded to King’s 
Bay, Georgia, destroyed a iiurge saltwork In a 
creek about a mile from the lauding, together 
with all the property ou the place. Here we 
were atlacked by about eighty of the enomy, 
of whom we kfiled two.” 

This was the first place where the troops 
were brought under fre. They had all, (a -at 
wbirty™ia ncmber,) jast got into the small 
boats, when the enemy suddenly rashed out 
of the thick woods and fired upon them. 
Their condition was a perilous one, the cne- 
my being pot over ten rods distant, and the 
sicamer still further off.

TROUBLE IN THE CUSTOM IL0U 


Clerks and Importers implicated, 


[Yrom the New York Post, 15th] 
Rome deys avo tonspiracy to defraud the 
United States Goveroment out of import da- 


tien was discovered in the custom house of 
th’s city, and the matter made the subject of 


investigation by the proper authorities. As 


tbe affair 'nvolved several of the oldest clerks 


in the establishment, as well as a number ot 
merchants whoee integrity was hitherto un- 
qucetioned, it-was kept as quiet as poasible 
uuttl thé facts could be more fully learned. 
Ii appears from the developments made 
a ayes of trickery and cheating had been 
carricd on for scveral years between the dis- 
h« nest clerka and those importers who so far 
forgot themselves as apne in the conspiracy. 
athe ordinary busines@ of the custom 
house, itis frequently pv to refer 
invotecs which are kept on file. The clerk 
whoee duty it is to find the desired invoices 
afew days ago discovered that a number of 
them were missing. A search was made, aod 
resulted in the exposure of the singular plot 
which involves the character of so many hith- 
reputable men. 
The complicity between the importers and 
clerks cap best be explained by presenting an 
inetance: A merebant tmportse a cargo of 
French goods yelued at 50,000 franca, but 
reeenting the invoice to the custom hoa 
sweare that it ie worth but 10,0°0 franca, The 
en'ry clerk, im complicity with the fraudulent 
merehban’, receives this statement as correct, 
end by arranging it with other clerks, the 
false involee duly parecs through the cas- 
tom house, and the importer pays daty on 
only ove litth of the real vatne his 
importation. Am entry clerk can direct 
a certain bale am a dozen bales of 
worsted to be examined and appraised, 
rileular bale may have some private mark 

y which he recognises it, and Mt is the only 
one he orders examined. In the meanwhile 
all the other bales may actually contain silk, 
although they will be passed like the epeci- 
men, examined as worsted. It is evident that 
this fraud cannot be practised withoat the aid 
of the clerks. Of course the difference be- 
tween the realand apparent daties is divided 
between the fraudulent operators. 

The involee eubsequently passes throuch 
other hands, and is eubjected to other form :!- 
ities. So, to preveat the possibility of detec- 
tiop, other clerks must be in the secret. Tris 
Saa been the care at ovr Custom Howe, aad 
now when the fraua dlecovered, no less 
than clever clerks have been We 
are pleneed to state that nove of featle- 
men eppeiated by the present collector are ru 
the slightest degree implicated. 

Mr. J. R. Van Vechten, the entry clerk for 
the past thirteen years, was arrested a few days 
ago, examined on this charge before Commis 
sioner Stillwell, and released on $5,000 ball. 
The other clerks suspended include two ap. 
preisers, two ameudment clerks and several 
clerks,
